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Il. 1861 Harrison Wright Of Rockbridge County, His Wife Permelia (Watts) Wright, 

And His Descendants 

The parents of 1861 Harrison Wright of Rockbridge County have not as yet been 
identified. Nevertheless, the associations between 1861 Harrison Wright and the family 
members and possible family members of William Wright, Sr., (Bedford County) make a 
connection with that family probable. However, the time range for the date of birth of 
1861 Harrison Wright makes it possible that he was either a son of William Wright, Sr., 
(Bedford County) or a son of William Wright, Jr., and grandson of William Wright, Sr., 
(Bedford County). Unfortunately, it appears at this time that 1861 Harrison Wright did 
not have a strictly male line of descendants who could do Y-DNA sequencing to confirm 
the connection and so further research will be required to identify his parents. 

The remainder of this work will discuss the documentation and evidence that has 
been found for 1861 Harrison Wright, his wife Permelia (Watts) Wright, and their 
descendants.

This record indicates that Harrison Wright and Permelia (Watts) Wright were born 
between 1790 and 1800 and in conjunction with the 1820 Census between 1790 and 
1794 and also indicates that Harrison Wright had moved from Amherst County to 
Rockbridge County sometime during the period from February 28, 1828, and spring of 
1830. 

On September 14, 1830, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers, Patrick P. Burton filed an affidavit that he required Nelson Davis of Amherst 
County as a witness in connection with the suit by Harrison Wright against him:

1864, died on April 30, 1910, and was buried at Longwood Cemetery, Bedford County, 
Virginia. However, the George W. Wright who died in 1910 was 1910 Gustavus or 
George W. Wright of Bedford County and not 1863 George W. Wright of Bedford 
County.
